The Disease Spreads in Ontario

TORONTO (CUP) — Sexual 
harassment — including vio- 
lence and threats of violence 
— has become a virulent 
disease on Ontario campuses. 

At the University of 
Toronto \ McMaster Universtiy 
in Hamilton and Wilfred 
Laurier University in Waterloo 
there has recently been a 
marked increase in reports of 
harassment. 

And some students and 
university officials believe 
many incidents go unreported, 
making it difficult, to assess 
how wide-spread the problem 
is. 

But wherever incidents have 
been reported, women say they 
feel less secure than ever in 
residences, libraries and on 
university grounds. 

The most recent reports 
come from the University of 
Toronto \ where a reporter has 
uncovered at least seven 
incidents of a man harassing 
women in the St. Michael's 
College library. 

The reports are similar. The 
man waits until he can sit 
opposite or beside his victim, 
then masturbates in her 
presence. 

But so far only one 



person — a. member of the 
library staff— has lodged a 
formal complaint . In an effort 
to curtail the problem, the 
college's chief librarian has 
urged students to report all 
such incidents. 

"We want to' stop it cold,'.' 
he said.. "To make a report is 
to bettei 1 the place. It is an 
unselfish act which protects 
the people in the library." 

Other incidents have been 
reported in the women's 
residences at U of T's 
University College. 

In one, a woman was 
interrupted during a bath by a 
strange male. In another, a 
woman's room was robbed of 
about $110. And in yet 
another, a male was discover- 
ed lurking in a women's 
washroom. 

Following these incidents a 
man whom campus police 
would identify only as 
Matthew was arrested and 



charged with trespassing. 
Despite the arrest, however, 
several women have sajd 
Matthew is not the man they 
saw in the washroom, creating 
fears the incidents may not 
have been perpetrated by the 
same person. 

The gravest incident of 
sexual violence took place Jan. 
6 at Hamilton's McMaster 
University. Two men accosted 
a female student who was 
waiting for a bus and dragged 
her into a nearby parking lot. 

She was thrown to the 
ground, threatened with a 
knife and her clothes were 
torn. The assailants fled when 
they heard a car in the parking 
lot. The woman went to the 
campus emergency medical 
centre for help. 

No arrests have yet been 
made. 

The assault followed an 
incident of violence in which a 
McMaster University profess- 



or was murdered in her office. 
A St. Catherines man has been 
charged in connection with the 
incident. 

The increase in campus 
violence against women has 
provoked calls for increased 
security. The McMaster 
University Nursing Society 
asked for more patrols, 
especially during the early 
morning. 

The nurses have also asked 
the municipal community 
services department to help 
then run a safety awareness 
seminar for students. 

"Our main focus is on what 
students can do themselves." 
nursing society president 
Susan Askin said in a recent 
interview. 

At ' Waterloo's Wilfrid 
Laurier University an 18-year- 
old man was convicted of 
trespassing and fined $103 
recently after he was discover- 
ed lurking in women's wash- 



rooms. 

Reaction to the small fine 
was critical. One woman said 
it will not prevent the man, or 
others like him, from return- 
ing to campus. 

Women have also expressed 
shock and fear. "All of a 
sudden you realize that you do 
not have to be walking home 
alone at night for something 
like this to happen," one 
student said. 

Despite the Wilfrid Laurier 

incidents and others like them 

around the province, some 

WLU students still will not 

admit there is a Droblem. 
In a recent interview with 

the student paper, a candidate 

for student council president 

said he doesn't see the need for 

specific measures to protect 

women's interests on campus. 
"There isn't any noticeaoie 
discrimination against women 
at this school," candidate 
Kevin Dryden said. 
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Nestle Boycott Victory: One Million Babies say "Thank you"

The average Canadian can 
have an influence on major 
issues of social injustice if 
she/he chooses to act. That is, 
perhaps the greatest lesson to 
be learned from the recently 
concluded international boy- 
cott of Nestle products. 

Six years ago an Inter- 
national Nestle Boycott Com- 
mittee was formed to convince 
consumers to boycott all 
Nestle products as a protest 
against the unethical market- 
ing of infant formula in the 
Third World. 

When the boycott began, 
Nestle held about half of the 
$2 billion infant formula 
market and was found to be 
promoting its products in a 
number of unethical ways. 
Saleswomen were dressed in 
nurses' uniforms to visit new 
mothers in hospital - giving a 
sales, pitch in the guise of 
nutrional advice. The milk 
formula was regularly promot- 
ed to mothers who could not 
read the mixing instructions, 
could not afford, to buy 
enough to support the child, 
and who lived in conditions 
too unhygienic for bottle 
feeding to be safe. Most 
important, the vast majority 



of mothers had no need of 
milk formula. Their own 
breast milk was more nutrit- 
ious, infinitely, safer, and 
v?lstly cheaper than purchased 
formula. 

The statistics told a grim 
story of the effects of the hard 
sell. In a study of seven 
Punjabi villages in India, 
formula-fed infants died at the 
rate of 950 per 1 ,000 compared 
with 120 for breast-fed babies. 
In 1981 the World Health 
Organization voted 118-1 (the 
United. States, cast the only 
negative, vote) to adopt an 
international code of market- 
ing to restrict the promotional 
activities of the infant food 
industry. Nestle indicated it 
would not follow many of the 
provisions of the code and 
launched a campaign to paint 
its largely church-based oppos- 
ition as being Communists. 

Meanwhile, the grassroots 
boycott gathered force as 
major newspapers and 
magazines gave coverage to 



the boycott campaign. Al- 
though Nestle has always 
maintained that the boycott 
was not hurting it; the facts 
indicate otherwise. Faced with 
a stubborn opposition which 
refused to halt the. boycott 
until Nestle agreed to obey. the 
WHO c °de and a monitoring 
system had verified compli- 
ance, N esf l e backed down. 
Another indication of the 
impact of the boycott is the 
fact that. within days of the 
boycott being ended in Jan- 
uary, Nestle distributed a' slick 
media kit of two full-colour 
booklets on infant formula in 
the Third World. 

The Nestle boycott victory is 
no small matter. In 1981, 
James P. Grant, Executive 
Director of UNICEF declared: 
"If all of us in the internation- 
al community who are work- 
ing to promote and protect the 
practice of breast feeding, are 
successful in our efforts, we 
will save (sic) one million 
infant deaths each year in the 
1980's.

OTTAWA (CUP).— The 
federal government will cut 
about $380 million dollars 
from post secondary funding 
if it succeeds in amending the 
Established Programs Financ- 
ing Act. 

Dr. Sarah Shorten, president 
of Canadian Association of 
University Teachers, said the 
plan to tie Established 
Programs Financing to the 
six-and-five restraint program 
will exacerbate an already 
desperate situation for 
Canada's post secondary 
institutions. 

"If we are to look ahead to 
I an information based society, 
as the. government says we 
(must, and at the same time 
(they) reduce the opportunity 



for young people," said 
Shorten, "(the bill) seems 

excessively shortsighted." 

The government's amend- 
ment to the Federal-Provincial 
Fiscal Arrangements and 
Established Programs Financ- 
ing Act (1977) applies only to 
education funding and does 
not include transfer payments 
for medicare and hospital 
insurance. 

The bill, which would be 
retroactive to April, 1983, only 
confirms existing government 
policy, says Liberal Roy 
MacLaren (Etobicoke North) 
when introducing the bill for 
second reading Jan. 27. The 
bill is now at House of 
Commons Finance 

Committee. 

The government has al- 
located $13.5 billion this year 
and $14.7 next year. Under the 
old formula, provinces would 



have received a 9.3 per cent 
increase this year and 8.3 per 
cent the next. 

Most of the opposition 
comments have focussed on 
the government's failure to tie 
the funding specifically to post 
secondary education. MPs 
charged provinces with using 
the funds earmarked for 
education elsewhere or not 
passing along the increase. 

NDP education critic 
Pauline Jewett (New 
Westminster-Coquitlam) said 
not only did B.C. fail to pass 
along any increases from the 
federal government, they 
would not increase the operat- 
ing grants to the three B.C. 
universities. 

Jewett said Manitoba was 
the only province to pass along 
the increase as well as 
increasing their own grant by 
3.4 per cent. 

She said the cutbacks were 



eroding the education system 
by obliging universities to 
impose stiff tuition fee 
increases. 

"Only the very rich, the very 
diligent, and those with a 
background which is very 
conducive culturally and 
socially, will be the ones who 
will survive in our university 
and college system," she said. 

Shorten said MacLaren and 
his government obviously 
viewed the changes to the EPF 
funding as merely "finan- 
cial." There was no discussion 
of. education policy or any of 
the impact on universities. 

Shorten said CAUT was 
concerned about accessibility 
to students, as well as the 
social and economic impact on 
the quality of education and 
research capability. 

"It's one more symptom 
that there is no coherent policy 
at either level of government.

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Willfully Set Fire Causes $250,000 Damage to UWO Residence

Over 1200 students were 
forced to stand in : 20 degree C 
temperatures in the early hours 
of January, 12 when a fire 
broke. out in the Saugeen- 
Maitland Residence at the 
University of Western 
Ontario. 

One man has been charged 
with willfully setting a .fire in 
connection with last Thurs- 
day's two-alarm blaze at 
Saugeen-Maitland . 

The charge differs from 
arson in that its maximum 
penalty is five years in jail, 
while, arson carries a possible 
sentence of 14 years. 

The. fire was apparently 
started by studentsin Room 
212 playing with' toilet paper 
and a cigarett lighter. 

Inspector Driver of the 
London Fire Department's 
Fire Prevention Bureau said 
fire safety knowledge on 
campus is "deplorable", and 
said the complete evacuation 
of Saugeen-Maitland was 
miraculous. 

"It's only by God's grace, we 
didn't have 10 to 30 deaths in 
that fire," he said. "I've never 
been so surprised as when I 
arrived at that fire and found 
no one had been killed." 

Five firefighters were injured 
with facial burns in the fire. 
Six students were sent to 



hospital, though all but two 
were released later Thursday. 

"At first I thought it was my 
alarm," said second-year 
politics student Bob Paajanen. 
"By the time I got down to the 
fourth floor, I could smell 
smoke." 

"Five or six doors in that 
hallway ignited not by flame 
but by heat transmission. The 
temperature in there was about 
1200 degrees F," said London 
Fire Department Chief Jim 
Fitzgerald. 

The fire also caused smoke 
and water damage along the 
second lower floor in the west 
wing of the building, accord- 
ing to Vice-president Admini- 
sti'ation A.K. Adlingtoh. 

"The immediate fire floor 
will be.uninhabitable for a few 
nights," said Adlingtoh. 

Roderick Grant, a first-year 
student who lived in room 212, 
was taken to University 
Hospital, suffering from smoke 
inhalation. Grant's roommate 
Craig. Hammond,, another 
first-year student, was also 
hospitalized, but was later 
released. 

Third-year student Robert 
Yamush, who was in roon 212 
when the fire started, remains 
in hospital being treated for 
burns to his feet. 

Three other students were 
treated, but were later releas- 
ed. 



"We went around banging 
on doors. I opened one door 
and all this smoke came out," 
said the house senior of the 
floor where the fire started. , 

"I grabbed the fire extin- 
guisher, but there was no way 
we could have used it any- 
where near the fire," he 
continued.. 

"The two guys in the room 
had gotten out already. ..I 
went outside and took a head 
count. It was a pretty hairy 
experience." 

"We're lucky we didn't have 
a loss of life here," said Chief 
Fitzgerald. 

"The alarm system worked 
well and the students took it 
seriously and responded as 
they should have," said Janet 
Hacker, Associate Director of 
Housing — Residences. "The 
residence was evacuated in 
four minutes, which we regard 
as a very good performance. 

"Some of the students help- 
ed firefighters drag hoses into 
place," said chief Fitzgerald. 
"A student led firefighters up 
to the top of the building to 
help improve ventilation. A 
multi-storey building is 
obviously a lot more difficult 
to ventilate properly. 

"The students should be 
commended... they were help- 
ful," Fitzgerald said. 

Inspector Driver is set to 
submit a report on the fire in 
'D' one or two weeks". 
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Describing the aftermath of 
the blaze, Driver sa .'d "there 
was toilet paper strewn all a- 
long the hallways which acted 
like a wick. The paper on the 
walls and the clothes on the 
floor in the rooms I saw 
presented a serious danger." 

Driver said fire prevention is 
a matter of education, and 
that too few students have any 
regard for fire. 

"Another problem is false 
alarms. Too many people 
think it's a joke. It's a federal 
offence." 



Alumni Association Against Name Change LETTERS 



Dear Editor: 

The Board of Directors of 
the Laurentian University 
Alumni Association has re-, 
quested me as President to 
appeal to the media in 
Northeastern Ontario for 
assistance in registering its. 
concern for any proposal to 
change the name of Laurent- 
ian University. 

In the fall of 1982, the 
Honourable Bette Stephenson, 
M.D., Minister of Colleges 
and Universities announced 
the establishment of a 
Committee, chaired by Dr. 
Harry Parrott, to review the 
university system in North- 
eastern Ontario, and to 
recommend among other 
things, a name for a new 
University. The Laurentian 
University Alumni Association 
registered its objection to the 
name change both by letter, 
and by the presentation of a 
brief to the Committee at its 
hearings in Sudbury. Never- 
theless in its report released on 
October 19, 1983, the Parrott 
Committee recommended the 
name Champlain University 
for the proposed new univer- 
sity system in Northeastern 
Ontario. 

The Laurentian University 
Alumni Association is made 
up of more than fifteen 
thousand members who were 
granted degrees bearing the 
name "Laurentian Univer- 
sity" regardless of whether 
they attended Nipissing 
University College in North 
Bay, Algoma University 
College in Sault Ste. Maiie, le 
College Universitaire de 
Hearst, or Laurentian Univer- 
sity of Sudbury. While these 
graduates may pay particular 
allegiance to the campuses 
from which they graduated, 
however, they will throughout 
their lives be Alumni of 
Laurentian University. The 
academic tools earned by them 

I will always enrich their lives. 
Successes they have enjoyed 
have accrued not only to them 



personally but also to Laurent- 
ian University. The contribu- 
tions to society and to the 
University which these Alumni 
have made have helped elevate 
the name of Laurentian to the 
level it has reached today. The 
research of Laurentian faculty 
is recorded in the past 
twenty-three years of scientific 
and academic journals under 
the name Laurentian. All of 
this will be perceived to have 
been in vain if the University's 
name is changed. 

The Laurentian University 
Alumni Association supports 
the concept of unifying the 
existing four post secondary 
institutions offering university 
studies in Northeastern Ontar- 
io into a single institution. 
However, the Association 
believes that a change of name 
would serve no purpose and 
would be a needless affront to. 
the 15,000 graduates and to 
the position of prominence 
that Laurentian has attained. 
The Association believes that 
the Alumni of the four existing 
institutions could provide a 
new university structure with 
the goodwill and unified 
support necessary to ensure its 
successful function. The 
Association does not want the 
Government, at the stroke of a 
pen, to obscure the accom- 
plishments of many thousands 
of Alumni, not to mention 
those of faculty and staff, 
attained over twenty-three 
years. 

Laurentian and its affiliated 
colleges now funciton as the 
University of Northeastern 
Ontario. There should not be 
an erasing forever of the image 
already established. Rather, 
we should take advantage of 
and build on the momentum 
and academic goodwill which 
has been developed oyer the 
years under the heritage and 
name of Laurentian. To spend 
the vast sums of money 
necessary to change the name 
under a new corporate identity 
is turning a blind eye to the 



practicaliaties and realities 
that the money would be much 
better spent in other ways such 
as student services, new- 
equipment , and books for the 
libraries. 

The Laurentian Alumni 
Association hopes that the 
people of Northeastern Ontar- 
io will register with the 
Ontario government, concern 
and disapproval of athe 
proposal to chanage the name 
of Laurentian University. The 



Association would also like to 
encourage all Laurentian

Peter Paradis 
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Story Book Ending to Ahsan's Saga

Tariq Ahsan is FREE. 

That was the simple messagy 
plastered all over Carleton 
University last week when it 
was learned that Ahsan, the 
31 -year-old Carleton PhD 
student imprisoned in Pakist- 
an for over two years, had 
been released. 

Political Science Professo 
Glen Williams, who along with 
others had been working on 
Ahsan's behalf, made the 
surpirse. announcement Thurs- 
day at a students' association 
ceremony to unveil a plaque 
honoring Ahsan. 

"Five minutes before I was 
supposed to go to the 
ceremony," Williams said, "I 
got a call from External 
Affairs saying Tariq had been 
released from prison the day 
before and that they were 
trying to confirm it." After 
making the announcement, 
Williams rushed back to his 
office and placed a call to 
Ahsan's home in Islamabad 
and confirmed the message 
himself. Within minutes he 
had Ahsan on the phone. 

"I don't think there's any 
doubt that the government of 
Pakistan saw it in their interest 
to release Tariq," Williams 
said. 

"The pressure from both 
inside and outside the country 
to free Tariq must have had an 
effect, a positive effect on the 
decision. After all, if they had 
chosen to, they could have 
simply kept him in prison.'' 

Tariq Ahsan was a doctoral 
student at Carleton in 1979, 
when chronic health problems 
resulting from Ottawa's cold 
weather forced him to return 
to Pakistan. He planned to 
return to Carleton as soon as 
he recovered. 



When his father became ill, 
Ahsan took a job as a political 
science lecturer at Quaid-e- 
Azam Unversity in Islamabad, 
although he still planned to 
return to Carleton after getting 
a leave of absence. 

In 1981, a collegue. of 
Ahsan's was caught distribut- 
ing "seditious" material, in- 
cluding a pamphlet which 
called for a return to demo- 
cracy in Pakistan. Though he 
denied any association with 
the action, Ahsan was arrested 
in November, 1981. 

It was not until February 
1983, that Ahsan was charged 
with possessing, printing, and 
distributing seditious material, 
and he was not tried until 
April He was pronounced 
guilty in November, 1983, and 
sentenced to two years in 
prison. 

In an interview from his 
home, Ahsan said his release 
came when officials decided to 
count the time he had already 
spent in prison towards his 
sentence. At the time of his 
sentencing, he was told that 
this time would not be 
counted. He was requiared to 
pay a fine of $6,500 rupees 
(about $700), and he was 
released last Wednesday. 

"I want to convey my love 
and very profound thanks to 
all the friends in university and 
all the people in Canada who 
worked for me and who 
expressed practical concern 
about my situation," Ahsan 
said. "I'd particularly like to 
thank my teachers and' my 
colleagues at Carleton and the 
Carleton University Students' 
Association." 

Ahsan said he "wasn't 
surprised.at all" to hear of the 
actidri that had been taken on 
his case. "I knew this was in 
your (Carleton students) 
tradition." 



"I do have a painful dental 
situation but that is because of 
non-availability of treatment. 
I'll be seeing a dentist 
tomorrow. Things will be 
alright." 

He said he would return to 
Carleton to complete his PhD 
degree in September. "By 
then, I think I will be fully fit 
and able to start working 
again." 

To help Ahsan, who, 
Williams said was a "first class 
student," the Dean of 
Graduate Studies has provided 
a Teaching Assistantship for 
him, which Williams says 
"would cover living expenses" 
and the Political Science 
Department has provided a 
scholarship of $4,000 that 
would cover Ahsan's tuition 
and book costs. 

The Students' Association 
also offered to help Ahsan by 
providing about $1300 for his 
airfair back to Canada. CUSA 
president Warren Kinsella, 
however, has talked to Ahsan 
and said Ahsan does not want 
the association to pay the fare. 
"He's proud," Kinsella said. 

Ahsan's release brought an 
end t6 the massive effort on 
his behalf by Amnesty Inter- 
national and Professor 
Williams, with students, form- 
er teachers and colleagues, and 
organizations such as CUPE, 
the Canadian Federation of 
Students^ CUSA, and the 
Canadian Political Science 
Association sending letters to 
Pakistan officials expressing 
concern about Ahsan's care. 

"I think everybody played 
asmall role in Tariq's release," 
Kinsella. said. "Everybody 
who helped deserves a pat on 
the back, but no one worked 
harder than Glen Williams." 

Williams is more modest. "I 
dori't take responsibility for 
anything," he said. "The case 
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spoke for itself. I and other 
people brought the facts of the 
case to different individuals, 
but people moved on their 
own. It was the facts in Tariq's 
case that can claim credit for 
the public concern." 

Williams said he was 
"extremely grateful to all the 
organizations and individuals, 
who came forward with 
whatever they could do." He 
specifically cited Professor 
Harald von Riekoff, the 
Chariman of the Political 
Science Department, who 
began working on Ahsan's 
case while Williams was on 
sabbatical and did not yet 
know about the case. 

"Harald is a very busy man, 
and he didn't even know Tariq 
personally, but hie wrote letters 



and contacted people." 
Williams also praised the 
Department of External 
Affairs. 

"Tariq after all, was not a 
Canadian citizen. They took it 
upon themselves to relay to the 
Pakistan government the 
concerns that had been 
expressed to them by many 
Canadians." 

Asked if the long period of 
working for Ahsan's release 
had changed him at all, 
Williams paused. 

"I think that if it has 
changed me, it's only insofar 
as I have much more confience 
iri the fairness and kindheart- 
edness of all of those people 
who did not know Tariq at all 
but yet made his case their 
own." 



Sudbury Naturalists' Club Proposes 
Spanish River Waterway Park 

Application of the concept of thinking globally and acting 
locally has prompted the SUDBURY NATURALISTS' CLUB 
to propose that the Spanish River be classified as a Provincial 
Waterway Park. This proposal was put forward at the October 
hearings of the Provincial Parks Council and again at the sub- 
sequent public input meeting on January 31. 

For more than a decade there has been controversy concerning 
the future of the Spanish River, and its resources. The members 
of the Naturalists' Club, feel that any decision on the future of 
this river should reflect the best use for the maximum number, of 
people concerned, while maintaining the ecological integrety of 
the area. Essentially this means that we want the area to remain. 
as.it is today; serving the needs of the public, anglers, canoeists,' 
trappers, hunters, cottagers, and providing beauty and recreat- 
ion for future generations. 

The proposal of the Sudbury Naturalists' Club reflects this 
concern, and applies the concept of "the best use for the most"' 
by suggesting the ingredients, or guidelines, that would make 
this another jewel in the Provincial Parks system. The Waterway 
Park designation allows for all current uses to continue, and 
only disallows logging and the construction of further dams, and 
access roads. 

Iri this. way the quiet and pristine conditions of the Spanish will 
be protected, and the 'rape' of another natural environment will 
be avoided.

They are inviting local politi- 
cians to participate and have 
contacted several church 
groups and organizations such 
as Plough Sharers, Amnesty 
International and the Sudbury 
Women's Centre for support. 

The group hopes to reach 
as many people as it can to 
participate in this demon- 
stration that will take place it 
in the two week period in 
March that will see demon- 
strations occur across the 
country. 

The Ides of March Com- 
mittee has been holding dances 
and will hold a coffee house, 
in conjection with the 
Laurentian Association of 
Women, this Thursday 4 - 7 
p.m. in Conference room B, to 
offset travel costs. Even with 
the fundraising, however, the 
committee expects to need to 
request a fee for bus fare to 
North' Bay. The fee is 
estimated to be between one 
and two dollars.
